Climaxing a bitter factional strug­ 
gle which began when the governor 
opened his w arfare on th e Ku Klux 
Klan in th e state legislature autho- 
rrity to convene on its own call and 
investigate the official acts of the 
executive. 
Im peachm ent 
offenses 
have been charged. 
E arly indications w*ere 
th a t 
in 
seventy tw’o counties, at least, the 
governor’s 
strategic 
jockeying 
in 
eleventh hour effort to 
block 
the 
election, will have no effect. 
But five of 
th e 
seventy 
seven 
counties comprising Oklahoma, have 
signiffied th a t they will obey the 
governor’s com mand to prevent the 
election, by force of arms, if n e c e s ­ 
sary, on grounds th a t it will be il­ 
legal. 
Arrayed against the executive are 
rulings of th e state suprem e court, 
th e attorney general’s departm ent 
and the state election board. 
These 
held in effect th a t once called, no 
m a n has the power to prevent an 
election. 
Upon this authority, th e attorney 
general based his orders which w ere 
telegraphed to all county officials, 
instructing th e m to use every m eans 
to protect th e voters. 
T h e storm th a t has raged through 
O klahom a during the last few* days, 
causing thousands of arm ed citizens 
to place them selves a t the disposal 
of regular county and city officers 
bas revolved about the following few’ 
short paragraphs that appeared at 
th e end of the long ballot

voters today:

Article 8 of the constitution: call for 
such assem bling of the legislature to 
be m ade upon w ritte n request signed 
by a m ajority of the m em bers of the 
house of representatives. 
“Legislatures so convened are for­ 
bidden to pass laws or appropriate 
public funds except as m ay be neces­ 
sary for the proper performance 
of 
duties provided u n d e r article 8 of the 
Oklahom a constitution. 
“Shall it be adopted?” 
Governor W alton has 
maintained 
throughout the controversy th a t pre­ 
ceded the opening of the polls that 
the election would be invalid, prin­ 
cipally from the fact that the ques­ 
tions to be voted on have not been 
properly published as provided by 
law’. 
On the 
other 
hand, 
George F. 
Short, state a tto rn e y general, pro­ 
claimed it legal and called upon all 
qualified voters to cast their ballots. 
The state law provides that an in­ 
itiated m easure is effective immedi­ 
ately after it isv officially determined 
th a t a m ajority of votes in an elec­ 
tion has been cast in its favor. 
This would m ean th a t if the legis­ 
lative am en d m en t 
carries 
and no 
legal contest is m ade by the governor 
as to the validity of the election, the 
legislature would be in a position be­ 
fore the end of the week to hold an 
im peachm ent session.

French Police City.

’ fierful to be the sun and to look 
opon such a lovely world. 
“No wonder people say I have a 
punny nature! 
I cannot help but 
have it I” 
“It is interesting to many people 
to know howf the butterflies sleep 
In the winter,” said the Monarch 
butterfly, “or whether they are all 
‘frozen ! Or what happens to them ! 
So many people, I’ve been told, 
often ask. 
I wonder, if I told you, 
Jtfr. Sun, if you could send around 
some of your bright rays with tile 
i secrets.” 
Mr. Sun smilingly agreed. 
‘Til see that they hear If you 
tell me what Is to be said.” 
“The 
Swallowtail 
butterflies,” 
paid the Monarch, “stay in their 
chrysalis state in the winter time. 
JThey Uke those beds best 
“And the Angle Wings all change 
Into butterflies 
sometime 
before 


, 
“ Mr. Sun Smilingly Agreed/’ 
rthey go to sleep, end so they sleep 
as butterflies. Little Bronze. Capper 
•butterfly spends the winter as an egg. 
He has* lots of growing and chang­ 
ing to do when the spring conies! 
I wouldn’t care for his way,” the 
Monarch said proudly. 
’ 
“So many people wonder how we 
'disappear when the cold weather 
conies. In the summer I’ve often 
beard people say: 
“ ‘What becomes of all the but­ 
terflies in the winter time?’ 
“If someone will translate for mo 
>Into their language Bd like to tell 
them all of this. 


’“Most’ of the butterflies eat a good 
deal more iii the full so they run be 
strengthened for the cold winter 
weather and for their sleep, and 
most of the great butterfly family 
spend the winter bedtime us little 
caterpillars. 
The Fritlllary fam­ 
ilies sleep as little tiny caterpil­ 
lars and don’t bother to grow their 
full size until the spring com es, 
when they wake up and continue 
growing I 
“Then there are some families 
where the grown-ups sleep as but­ 
terflies and where the little ones 
go to bed as caterpillars and don’t 
change into butterflies until the 
spring conies. 
The Orange Sul­ 
phur anil the Clouded Sulphur But­ 
terfly families do this. 
“But, oh dear, I must stop talk­ 
ing,” the Monarch said, for as he 
looked about him lie found that 
all the butterflies had disappeared. 
“I’ve never been so late in start­ 
ing for the South. 
I must hurry 
and foil c a v the birds. 
“But the butterflies and cater­ 
pillars who’re staying up North and 
who’re sleeping through Hie win­ 
ter will lie quite safe and snug. 
They know where the rocks and 
crevices are will ch will he the 
right places for them. 
If they’re 
chrysalids they will know’ how to 
attach themselves safely with a fine 
silken cord to a tree, so the old 
wind won’t blow them away. 
“Yes, the winter time is the but­ 
te r ie s ’ bedtime, and 
there are 
only a few* of us who go away and 
stay aw ake! 
But the butterflies 
sleep at different stages of their 
growth, some as caterpillars, some 
as chrysalids and some as full­ 
grown butterflies, as I ’ve said. 
“For isn’t that sensible? 
You 
don’t find all boys and girls of ten 
years old going to sleep, aud all 
boys and all girls of twelve years 
old not sleeping at all! 
“And as you don’t find all boys 
and girls doing the same just be­ 
cause they’re of tho same age or 
the same size—neither do you find 
butterflies all doing alike! 
“But before I fly off I must sing 
the Butterflies’ Bedtime Lullaby.” 
The Monarch looked up at Mr. 
Sun and smiled. Then he sang this 
song: 


In the w inter when 11**? cold 
P o not he ho v e r y bold! 
P o not freeze your pretty wrings. 
P o not chill your nose and. things! 
If y ou ’re a cnterpiyar or a butterfly, 
In a warm plac* you must lie, 
Covered up with silken threads, 
Or In w arm nod leafy bods. 
And sleep, and sleep, and sleep some 
more. 
Snob are the butterfly w ay* of yore. 
And 'we I go on my wandering way, 
I w ish tho rest r f you all a good- 
day, 
And pleasant dreams and a good 
w in ter’s rest. 
So that when the spring comes you 
may all look your best.

The Hudson Super Six engine is of 
the six cylinder, vertical, L-head, 
water cooled type, of 3y i" bore by 
S" stroke. 
It employs a highly developed 
splash circulating lubricating sys­ 
tem. An elevated exposed oil pump, 
plunger type, draws oil from the 
reservoir in the crankcase and de­ 
livers it to the splash trough under 
No. I cylinder, in amounts exactly 
proportional to the load require­ 
ments and controlled by the throttle 
opening. 
Tile oil overflows from No. I 
splash trough to No. 2, from No. 2 
to No. 3, and so on, thus maintain­ 
ing a level in all troughs. From the 
sixth or last splash trough, the oil 
returns to the reservoir and is re­ 
circulated. Lubrication of the entire 
working mechanism is dependent 
upon the splash created by dippers 
provided on the connecting rod caps, 
which are designed to distribute tne 
oil from the splash troughs to all 
parts of the engine. 
All Hudson models prior to 1923 
were equipped with cast-iron pis­ 
tons. The 1923 models are, however, 
fitted with aluminum pistons of the 
constant clearance type. 
? Piston material and design have 
an important bearing on lubrication. 
The temperature at which the pis­ 
ton operates affects the formation 
of caroon deposit and the tendency 
of the engine to knock. The amount 
of oil passing into the combustion 
chamber also affects the formation 
of carbon deposit and depends to 
a large extent upon the piston 
design. 
With the cast-iron pistons used 
in the models prior to 1923, the 
piston temperatures are higher than 
with the aluminum pistons now 
used; therefore 
an exceptionally 


clean burning oil of the proper char­ 
acter should be used to minimize 
carbon deposit and reduce the ten­ 
dency of the fuel to knock or “ ping.” 
W7ith the new aluminum pistons 
of the constant clearance type, the 
tendency toward carbon formation 
is reduced. The design is also such 
that passage of any excess of oil into 
the combustion chamber is pre­ 
vented. 
Consequently a heavier 
lubricating oil can be employed 
without inducing detrimental car­ 
bon formation. 
* 
The knocking or “ pinging” often 
experienced with an overheated or 
badly carbonized engine is caused 
by the way in which the present 
day fuels bum. High compression, 
high temperatures and carbon de­ 
posits tend to increase the knocking 
tendency. Consequently it is desir­ 
able to reduce carbon formation in 
so far as is possible and this, there­ 
fore, has an important bearing on 
the selection of the correct oil for 
an engine. 
It is vitally important that the 
lubricating oil used in an engine be 
of such character that it w ill be cir­ 
culated by the lubricating system 
under all conditions. Where an ele­ 
vated plunger pump is employed 
and where the oil is distributed by 
splash, as in the Hudson car, the 
use in cold weather of an oil which 
flows freely at low temperatures is 
imperative. 
All of the above factors and many 
others are considered before deter­ 
mining the correct oil for the Hud­ 
son car. 
For models previous to 1923 we 
advise the use of Gargoyle Mobiloil 
Arctic the year round. For the 1923 
models, Gargoyle Mobiloil “ A ” 
should be used in summer and Gar­ 
goyle Mobiloil Arctic in winter. 


bon deposits accumulate. 
Where natural circulation of the 
cooling water (thcrmo-syphon sys­ 
tem) is employed as in the Maxwell 
design, it is desirable to use in warm 
weather an oil which is suitable for 
fairly high operating temperatures.

The dominant feature of the Frank­ 
lin car is the use of air cooling. In' 
the 1923 model the air is forced 
between the cooling fins on each of 
the six cylinders by means of a 
blower located at the front of the 
engine. In previous years the air 
was sucked over the cooling surfaces 
by an exhaust fan incorporated in 
the fly-wheel. 
Valve-in-head construction is em­ 
ployed in all models. The compres­ 
sion carried in the 1923 engine is 70 
lbs.; in the earlier models, 60 lbs. 
Aluminum alloy pistons of the mod­ 
em slotted ana split skirt constant 
clearance type are used in the 1922 
and 1923 models. A multi-split skirt 
type of aluminum alloy piston hay­ 
ing spiral grooving for oil distri­ 
bution was used in the 1919, 1920 
and 1921 models. Both types of pis­ 
tons are fitted with three rings; in 
the 1921 and subsequent models two 
of these rings have been specially 
designed to prevent oil pumping. 
The lubricating system employed 
is of the force feed type, feeding oil 
under pressure to the main and con­ 
necting rod bearings. The oil pump 
is of the gear type and distributes 
to each bearing a definite quantity 
of oil at intervals in proportion to 


*v: 


the engine speed. 
Where air cooling is employed, 
the operating temperatures are nor­ 
mally somewhat nigher than with 
water cooling. Consequently, a heav­ 
ier bodied lubricant than commonly 
used with water cooling is preferable 
in order to provide adequate lubri­ 
cation under all conditions of service. 
In the Franklin design the possi­ 
bilities for detrimental carbon de­ 
posit are minimized by the very 
effective oil control. The amount 
thrown to the cylinders is definitely 
regulated by the metered pump feed; 
the constant clearance design of the 
aluminum 
pistons * permits close 
clearances and affords a very effec­ 
tive oil return through the slots 
below the piston rings.

Oil is distributed to all the work­ 
ing parts by a splash circulating 
system. The fly-wheel acts as a 
pump to carry oil up to a strainer 
pocket on the right side of the en­ 
gine. After filtering, the oil flow’s 
through tubes in the crankcase to 
the main bearings under slight pres­ 
sure and also to the splash troughs. 
From these, it is distributed to all 
other engine parts by the splash cre­ 
ated by the connecting rod dippers.

Tile late model Maxwell engines are 
designed with force feed lubricating 
systems in which oil is forced under 
ressure to the three main bearings.

Drowning and burns total­ 
ed 19 and IG respectively. 
In 109 cities in 1922, there were 
1.4 death per 10,000 cars registered 
,nd 12.S per 10,000 population, the 
eport said.
